(a)  LABORATORY  SERVICES.  The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  Tennis  Court  Road, 
Cambridge,  provides  an  excellent  bacteriological  service  and  most  readily  discusses 
and  advises  on  any  epidemiologocal  or  similar  problem.  Dr.  S.  Greenburgh,  Public 
Analyst,  Tenison  Road,  Cambridge,  gives  a  similar,  efficient,  helpful  service  when 
chemical  analyses  are  requested . 

(b)  AMBULANCE  FACILITIES.  These  services  since  July  1  953  have  been  provided  directly 
by  the  County  Council  under  the  direction  of  Dr.  D.A.  McCracken,  the  County  Medical 


Officer  of  Health. 

(c)  NURSING  in  THE  HOME.  The  West  Suffolk  County  Council  District  Nurse-Midwives  carry 
out  these  duties.

Routine  water  samples  are  taken  monthly  from  the  Bore  Holes  by  the 
Water  Board  for  Bacteriological  examination  and  once  a  year  for  Chemical 
Analysis. 

>  During  the  year  88  various  water  samples  were  taken  for  Bacterio¬ 

logical  examination  by  the  Local  /authority's  Public  Health  Department, 

48  were  Water  Board  supply  and  40  Private  Water  supplies.  77  were 
satisfactory  and  11  unsatisfactory,  of  the  11  unsatisfactory  samples  10 
proved  to  be  satisfactory  after  check  samples  v/ere  taken,  the  one  other 
unsatisfactory  sample  was  from  a  well  and  the  occupiers  of  the  house  were 
advised  to  boil  the  water  before  using  for  drinking  purposes  only. 


The  Villages  and  number  of  houses  in  each  Parish  provided  with 
a  piped  water  supply  is  indicated  on  the  table  on  rage  9 


SWIMMING  BATHS.  There  is  one  swimming  bath  in  the  District,  at  the  . 
present  time,  for  the  use  exclusively,  of  the  pupils  of  Moulton  junior 
.School,  but,  it  is  anticipated  that  within  the  next  three  years  another 
four  swimming  baths  will  be  provided  within  the  District,  three 
.exclusively  for  pupils  of  schools  and  one  for  members  of  the  Public. 


CL03ET  ACCOMMODATION .  The  Council  carry  out  weekly  clearances  of'  pa 
closets  in  defined  portions  of  the  Parish  of  Lakenheath,  the  weekly 
clearance  at  Mildenhall  ceased  to  operate  on  the  31st  of  Decemoer, 
as  the  sewer  is  now  available  in  that  Village.

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DRAINAGE  ARP  SEWERAGE.  1,960  houses,  which  is  34%  of  the  total  5,798 
inhabited  houses  in  the  District,  are  connected  to  modem  sewerage 
works,  of  which  259  were  connected  during  1964.  There  are,  of  course, 
many  more  houses  in  the  Districo  each  with  their  own  private,  separate 
satisfactory  drainage  as  can  be  gauged  from  the  estimates  of  1,890 
cesspools  in  the  area*  Prom  this  it  follows  that  about  another  61% 
of  the  houses  in  the  District  are  thu3  drained  into  cesspools.

LAKEiiHEA HI  SEWERA GE .  Work  commenced  on  the  Contract  for  the  provision  of 
a  Sewerage  Scheme  for  La'kenheath  in  September  1963*  At  December  1964  the 
Contractor  has  made  good  progress  and  it  is  anticipated  the  work  will  be 
completed  in  the  early  part  of  19 65. 

G-AZELEY  SEWERAGE.  The  Contract  for  this  Sewerage  Scheme  was  placed  out 
to  tender  towards  the  end  of  the  year  and  it  is  anticipated  work  will  be 
commenced  early  in  1965. 

TlIDDEHHAivi  ADD  ICKL1NGKAM  SEW  DRAGS.  The  sewerage  scheme  for  these 
Villages  is  next  in  order  of  the  Council's  list  of  priorities.  The 
scheme  is  at  present  being  prepared  and  it  is  anticipated,  will  be 
submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval  in  1965. 

CESSPOOL  CLEARANCE.  The  estimated  number  of  cesspools  in  the  area  is 
1,890,  the  number  of  clearances  made  during  1964  was  2,062  of  which  889 
were  given  free  of  charge  under  the  Councils  Scheme.  The  number  of 
clearances  in  1963  was  2,074. 

The  Council's  cesspool  emptiers  are  fully  employed  within  the 
District  and  at  times  it  is  necessary  to  hire  cesspool  emptiers  from 
a  private  contractor  in  order  to  avoid  an  excessive  delay  in  dealing 
with  requests  for  clearances.  During  1964  the  hiring  amounted  to 
55  working  days. 

The  Council  operate  two  cesspool  emptying  vehicles.  In  January 
1964  a  new  vehicle  was  purchased  and  brought  into  operation  to  replace 
a  very  old  and  worn  out  cesspool  emptying  vehicle. 

RIVERS  AND  STRIA  ML.  The  condition  of  the  rivers  and  streams  call  for 
no  special  comment.  It  was  mentioned  in  the  Report  for  1963,  having 
obtained  occasionally,  bad  effulent  discharge  samples  from  the  Brandon 
Sewerage  Works.  Since  the  last  report,  work  has  been  completed  on 
the  extension  to  the  Brandon  Sewerage  Disposal  Works  and  it  is 
anticipated  that  there  will  be  an  improvement  in  the  standard  of  the 
effluent  when  the  new  percolating  filters  have  had  sufficient  time  to 
mature. 
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PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES*  The  free  washing  and  other  facilities  at  the 
Public  Conveniences  provided  at  Brandon  in  1 9Z4 0  and  Mildenhall  in  1951, 
are  an  asset  to  the  District.  Similar  facilities  are  requested  for 
Lakenheath  but  these  await  a  suitable  site  and  sewerage  scheme  which 
Will  be  completed  early  in  1 965 . 

PUcLIC  CLEANSING.  The  refuse  collection  system  is  continually  being 
extended  to  include  new  development.  A  new  large  capacity  refuse 
collection  vehicle  has  been  placed  on  order  by  the  Council  and  is 
expected  to  be  delivered  in  January  1965.  This  vehicle  is  intended  to 
replace  an  older  vehicle,  which  will  be  retained  for  part  time  service. 

SALVAGE.  Salvage  materials  collected  by  refuse  vehicle  staff  was  as 
follows:-  Waste  Paper  108  tons,  Scrap  Iron  11  tons,  Pacts  7  tons.  Metals 
1  ton  2cts . ;  Total  Value  £573  Os.  Od. 

CLEAN  A IR  ACT.  No  smoke  nuisances  were  observed  during  the  year. 

BRAD  I  CA  T  ION  OF  BED  _  BUGS .  One  case  of  bed  bug  infestation  occured  in  the 
District  during  196i|. 

RAT. DESTRUCTION.  One  Rodent  Operator,  Mr.  G.  Rudderham,  is  employed  by 
the  Council.  The  amount  of  work  accomplished  by  him  can  be  assessed  from 
the  copy  of  the  twelve  month  report  which  is  on  Page  1 5.  The  main  poisons 
used  were  Warfarin  and  Zinc  Phosphide.  Treatment  at  dwelling  houses  is 
provided  without  charge,  whilst  a  charge  of  7/6d.  per  hour  is  made  at 
business  premises  and  10/6d.  per  hour  at  agricultural  premises,  except  for 
eight  agricultural  premises  which  are  contracted  for  by  the  Council  on  a 
yearly  basis. 

LICENSED  PREMISES.  With  very  few  isolated  exceptions  every  licensed 
house  is  provided  with  a  washing  sink  and  piped  water  supply  adjacent  to 
the  public  rooms.  In  some  cases  hot  water  is  also  provided.  Most  of  the 
houses  have  been  provided  with  ’Central  Service'  counters  which  have  the 
advantage  of  making  the  cleaning  facilities  readily  available  for  all 
sections . 

TnS  RAG,  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FI  LING  MATERIALS  ACT,  1951.  There  are  no 
premises  in  the  district  which  require  registration  or  licensing  under 
the  above  Act.  The  premises  in  the  district  which  carry  out  upholstery 
work,  carry  out  repair,  re-making  and  reconditioning  of  articles  are 
therefore  exempt  from  registration  'under  Section  1  (2)  (a)  of  the  Act. 

SHOPS  ACT ,  1 950  Nineteen  shops  were  inspected  under  this  Act. 

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963.  Seven  shops  were 
inspected  during  the  year  under  this  Act. 

CARAVAN  SITES  AND  CONTROL  OF  DEVELOPMENT  ACT.  There  are  I4 9  licensed  Sites 
for  caravans  on  which  some  513  vehicles  are  located,  1 2  of  these  Sites 
contain  12  to  80  caravans  and  are  provided  with  main  services  (electricity 
and  water)  the  remaining  Sites  are  occupied  by  1  to  3  caravans  on  a  Site. 

RADIO  ACTIVE  SUBSTANCES  ACT,  i960.  This  Act  places  a  duty  on  a  Local 
Authority  to  accept  and  deal  with  radioactive  wastes  sent  to  their  refuse 
tips  in  accordance  with  an  authorisation  and  Local  Authorities  are  asked 
to  co-operate  where  this  is  the  best  method  of  disposal.  Local 
Authorities  are  also  sent  copies  of  registration  and  authorisation 
certificates.' 

To  date  this  Council  has  not  received  notice  of  any  persons  or 
firms  within  this  district  who  are  keeping  or  using  radoiactive  material.
